Reparation To Be Adjusted 


to Her Lessened Resources 


—Army Cut to 80,000 


Must 
Restore 
Hapsburg's

PARIS. July 21.—The full peace con- 


ditions of the allied and associated 
.powers aro now in the hands of the 
Austrlans. 


The first sections of Ihe terms were 


presented 
to the Austrian delegates 


at St. Gcrm.iin on June 2: the final 
sections were delivered to them at 
the same place: yesterday without cer- 
emony by M. Duta?ta, secretary gen- 
eral of the peace conference. 


The terms comprise the whole treaty 


which Austria is nsked to sign, in- 
cluding the reparation, financial, mili- 
tary and certain other minor clauses, 
which were not ready for presentation 
when 
the 
official 
ceremony 
took 


place.

BUILDING PROBLEMS 


The building season is now at its 


height, although there is much yet 
to be done in the line of repairs 
and new bnildings not yet started. 


We have already spoken of many 


old bnildings 
that might 
be re,- 


paired so as to be suitable for occu- 
pancy in the fall. But if anything 
in this line is to be done, it must 
bo done quickly. 
Many of 
those 


who have been thinking of building 
new dwellings might fare better if 
they purchased old bnildings and 
remodelled 
them. 
In doing that, 


they would be adding to the tax- 
able property of the city by mak- 
ing needed improvements. 


Nobody need expect any reduc- 


tion in prices either of labor or 
material. 
Up to the first of the 


year, according to government sta- 
tistics, the prices of farm produce 
lad advanced 116 per cent over 
>re-war prices. 
The corresponding 


igure for lumber was 73 per cent, 
while building materials in general 
advanced 84 per cent. During the 
same period, the prices of general 
commodities advanced 113 per cent. 
There is no ground on which to 
assume that there will be an early 
reduction in cost either of build- 
ing material or of general com- 
modities. The prices have advanced 
as a result of the inflation of the 
currency due to the war and the 
war loans, and it may bo ninny 
years before a- lower level of prices 
shall have been reached.

On the occasion of the 
discussion at Paris on thB I'rDvinoa of 
Northern Eplrus, may we state the 
case in brief for the benjflt of those 
who desire to know the faci about 
it?Xorihern Epirus has a population of 
200.000 Inhabitants, of whom 120,000 
are Christians and 
SO,(WO Moslems. 
The Christians, with a very negllgable 
number among them demand union 
with Greece. 
The Moslems prefer a 
Moslem Albanian state. 
The culture o£ the Province is Greek. 
There are in all in Eplrus, 360 Greek 
schools and only one Albanian school 
•with an attendance of 22,595 lor the 
Greek schools, and only 200 £or the 
Albanian school. 
This Albanian school is In the city 
ol Korytsa. For this reason, the Al- 
banians claim that Korytsa Is the 
centre of Albanian culture. 
The city of Korytsa maintains one 
Greek college for boys, with 100 stu- 
dents; one Greek girls' high school, 
with 
750 girls; two kindergartens, 
with an attendance of 700 children of 
both sexes. 
In all the Greek schools 


of. Korytsa give Instruction to 
2200 
boys and girls. 
The teaching force 
consists of 10 professors, 
15 male 
teachers, 14 female teachers, and ftva 
kindergarten Instructors, or 44 in all. 
The Greek schools for tho district 
of Korylsa are 120, with 180 teachers, 
and 10.000 pupils. For the same district 
tha Albanians have ono school with 
200 pupils. 
The fact that the hoys and girls are 
sent by their parents to learn Greek

than 
Albanian.

study Greek history rather than Al- 
banian is an irrefutable proof of the 
will of the Christian Eplrotes -to bo 
Greeks, and to be united with Greece.
